‘of transit fur the Far Hust. Tho trodo of 
Toug-King, especially, is supplied from 
Saigon, .whither the ‘Long-King buyers re- 
sort, Moreover, 56,000 Chinese are sottled 
jn Cochin China, and carry ono regular 
trade with their mother country. The 
climate is anslogous to that of Francs, and 
is even rather colder, and theroforo goods 
produced even for the French markets are 
‘not unlikely to find buyera in Saigon if 
pattern are exhibited, It-is added that 
. Wehrlin, who was sent out last yoar 
from the Elboaf district on a commercial 
mission to “‘Tong-King, China, and Japan, 
and Visited Saigon en route, has expressed 
his opinion that the manufacturers of 
Blbouk ought not to hesitate to send 
double the quantity of samples hitherto 
submitted, a large portion of which repre. 
sent goods which. would be likely to find 
ready markets, if.not in Cochin China, at 
Jeast in the neighbouring countries. An- 
other letter, from the President of the Sai- 
* gon Cliamber of Commerce, states that the 
best time for sending’ aamples of” woollen 
goods is at-the beginning of the dry season, 
say in June or July, so that dealers may 
wake their selections “and be able to re- 
“eeive the gouly during Octobor and No- 
vomber. ‘The black cluth of Sedan called 
taupeline and the navy blue flaunel cloths 
known as Hong Kong fisnnela exported 
from this country and from’ Germany ate 
recommended. The last-named goods, 
howevor, ‘ara not produced in Franca, not. 
withstanding the frequent répresentationson 
the aubject which have been made to French 
manufacturers from Saigon. Certain fancy: 
oloths are also obtained from Belgium. 
Light cloths of low. price and common 
~ ynaterial ara also recommended.
